Pirate Broadcasting

NE OF THE freakier as- 

pects of the broadcasting 
media which makes life more 
interesting here is the abun- 
dance of pirate radio stations in 
and around Britain. 

At any one time there are 
usually at least four on the go, 
either transmitting candestinely 
‘from makeshift studios in subur- 
ban attics, or from rented boats 
anchored just beyond the terri- 
toria] limits, 

Sometimes the illegal’ radios 
are political or heavily national- 
istie in their overtones, like Ru- 
fus, the elusive and resilient 
transmitter of the Scottish Na- 
tionalist party whith calls it Ra- 
dio Free Scotland. 

It broadeasts only on Sunday 
afternoons, popular programs o! 
pop, folk and traditional Scottish 
music laced with nationalist 
propaganda. Four times the po- 
lice, led by post office radio 
detector vans, have closed dqgwn 
the station, but it has always 
popped up somewhere else. 
Twice it was back on the air 
within minutes of police.carting 
off all its equipment; the wily 
Seots had a standby transmitter 
at another secret location whict 
went on the air as soon as the 
other was closed. 


zk &k 
NOTHER such station is 
Concord, though this has no 
political affiliation; it transmits 
on 225 meters on the medium 
waveband from any one of a 


dozen suburban locations scat- 
tered throughout north London. 

Concord is the equivalent of 
the underground printed press. 
Its programs are the lesser 
known rock and pop songs, 
spaced by information services 
which include a Squat Bulletin to 
direct the homeless to empty 
houses, the latest hard and soft 
drug prices in London, taped in- 
terviews with homosexuals, 
prostitutes, nareotics users, de- 
sertion routes for British sol- 
iers refusing to serve in North- 
ern Ireland, and the going price 
for stolen goods. 


_For good measure it also car- 

Ties humorous and sometimes 
savagely satirical sketches on 
current events. 


Its slogan is “Don't Submit — 
Transmit” and claims a listen- 
ing audience of half a million, 
including Seotland Yard, the 
British police headquarters 
which acknowledges that Con- 
cord is an indispensible source 
of underground news. 


NOTHER station, Radio Ka- 

leidoscope, operates from 
somewhere south of the River 
Thames, not quite so outra- 
geously anti-establishment as 
Concord. Its prime target is bu- 
reaucrats who, in the clandes- 
tine broadcasters’ view are not 
quick enough in getting things 
done. It is much smaller than 
Coneord, with an estimated au- 
dience of only 30,000. 


Then there are the occasional 
stations which spring up aimed 
at the big Asian and black immi- 
grant groups in Britain. One of 
these recently organized a 100,- 
000-signature petition to persuade 
the government to relax its im- 
migration regulations. 


THE BRITISH post office, 
which is responsible for the 
administration of all broadcast- 
ing in Britain, tracks down the 
stations with detector vans 
(which can only be spared occa- 
sionally from their real job of 
detecting malefactors who oper- 
ate television receivers without 
a license) and prosecutes them 
under the Wireless Telegraphy 
Act or, when the offshore broad- 
casters operating in internation- 
al water come ashore they get 
them under the Marine Offenses 
Act. 


But such success is infrequent 
and only temporary. The pirate 
radio station operators are in- 
variably radio wizards and for 
as little as $150 they rebuild 
their transmitters with second- 
hand parts and spares bought 
from government surplus stores.
